BIS STAND. 


Zach Chandler's successor in the 


United States Senate seems to hare 
•taken his stand, and a very decided 
•one at that. As is well known, Chris 
•tiancy, the new Michigan Senator, 
has been for a number of years Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of that 
State, acknowledged a man of irre- 
proachable character and great wis- 
dom, and the country at Jargs will 
leceivehia remarks on leading nation- 
al issues with deference. A synopsis 
of his maiden speech in the Senate 
las been telegraphed. It was brought 
out by the consideration of the reso- 
lution for the admission of Pinch- 
lack. ClmstirtDcy spoke in favor of 
-the resolution, and in alluding to the 
President's course in' Louisiana mat- 
ters. said he believed {he President 
had no wish to nsnrp a power not 
rightfully his, and lie sympathize.] 
with him in hia efforts to prevent 
annrders in -!old blood and to protect 
-that unfortunate class of persons in 
ihe South ; and it was not strange 
ihat he erred, not having before Lim 
*11 the evidence before the Senate. 
Bor that he did what a wise and true 
learted statesman would do, deem- 
ang, as he did, the Kellogg govern- 
ment merely temporary, and waiting 
as he was for Congress to take it 
•off hit hands. Congress has neg- 
lected to act on his repeated reqnpst 
.for legislation. 
Clmstianry repelled 


•the charge of the intention of the 
^President to establish an irresponsi- 
"ble despotic government, as prompted 
"by overheated partisans. 
Still he 


-was as well satisfied as he could be 
•of anything which did not admit of 
fflutbematical demonstration, that the 
President has had no wish or inten- 
tention to usurp a power which did 
not belong to him. Yet. called on, 
as he was, for prompt action for the 
suppression of apprehended violence 
and insurrection, and prompted bv

Presideut regained tha government 
he had set np as merely temporary, 
until Congress should take the mat- 
ter off his hand*; and doubting, as 
he believed thePresident did, the val- 
idity of the Kell,,g Government, he 
<lid whut a wise ami true-hearted 
statesman should have done, called 
on Congress to make provision for 
iUe case. 
Christiancy defended the 


President against the charge of de- 
liberate usurpation, and 
believed 


that such charge was born of heated 
partisanship. 
He urged that action 


in this case should be non-partisan, 
-snd based on. principle; "as the time 
way come when our present positions 
niiay bo reversed, and.when those now 
in the- minority may hold the power 
•of enforcing their owa liews of gov- 
ernment, and the poisoned chalice we 
ajow present to the State and people 
of Louisiana may lie presented toour

Daring the examination of Oliver 


Johnson Thursday last, witness testi- 
fied that Tilton has informed him 
that on the night before delivering a 
lecture at Winated, Conn., Tilton had 
left his home, accompanied by Miss 
Lorejoy, aud to avoid possible df'ten- 
tion by fog or ice, h.id slept in New 
York at the St. Denis hotel. The lec- 
tnre at Winsted was delivered on flie 
evening of the 28th of December, 
ISiiO. 
Attention having been drawn 


to the subject he called at the St. 
Denis Ho',el and found the register 
under date December 29, there in 
Tilton's handwriting. The following 
entries: Theodore Tilton, Brooklyn, 
New York; Miss S. M. Lovejoy, 
Princeton, Illinois. Tilton was as- 
signed room 44, and Miss Lovejoy to 
room 46, which were found to be on 
different sides of a dark narrow hall 
and instead of being directly oppo- 
site were some distance apart. Tilton 
made a memoranda to this effect aud 
expressed himself satisfied withuthe 
record, and leit Hotel. Further ex- 
amination of the regibter shows that 
Tilton and Miss Lovpjoy hail been 
at the hotel on a former occasion. 
December 6th, 1860. accompanied by 
Mrs. Tilton.
